First 
cheques will be mailed in July, 1945. Family Allow¬ 
ances are being paid to help parents in the care of 
their children, to help pay for medical, dental and 
nursing services—for better food, clothing and 
shelter, and to assist in equalizing opportunities 
for all children.
